Senate

A proposal to establish a Faculty of Engi¬ 
neering at UVic is sparking debates all 
over campus. 

In a referendum this week (completed 
after the Ring deadline), students were 
asked if they favor the establishment of the 
proposed engineering faculty. 

The Senate debated the proposal at the 
Nov. 5 meeting but decided not to consider 
any motion on engineering until the Dec. 3 
meeting. 

The Senate also received a petition sub¬ 
mitted by Dr. W.T. Wooley, chairman of the 
Department of History, urging Senate to 
delay deliberations on the proposal until 
the whole question of additional profes¬ 
sional schools, particularly engineering, is 
debated by the entire academic commun¬ 
ity. Wooley’s petition was signed by 114 
faculty members. 

There have been several lively debates 
within the Faculties about the proposal 
and both those opposed and those in favor 
of engineering on campus have strong 
support. 


The Alma Mater Sbciety (AMS) held 
three meetings prior to the referendum 
Nov. 18 and 19 at which students, faculty 
members and President Dr. Howard Petch 
spoke about the proposal. 

The Senate committee on planning has 
proposed the establishment of a Faculty of 
Engineering which would gradually grow 
to a maximum size of 850 students and 50 
faculty members. 

Speaking at an AMS meeting Nov. 12 in 
University Centre, Dr. Roger Davidson, 
chairman of the Department of Mathemat¬ 
ics, told students he strongly supported the 
engineering proposal.^ 

“The arguments against the proposal 
have for the most part been specious,” he 
said. 

Davidson said there are several myths 
circulating about UVic, including the 
statement that it is a strictly a liberal arts 
college. “I’ve been here for 14 years and 
I’ve never seen it as strictly a liberal arts 
college.” 

Davidson said arguments that the 
establishment of engineering would have 
an adverse impact on the budget of the 
university as a whole are also a myth. “The 
effect of engineering on the budget would 


be the same whether engineering is at 
UVic of SFU.” 

Davidson believes there is a definite 
need for an engineering faculty. “Students 
do not have adequate opportunities in this 
province,” he said. 

Dr. Roger Beehler (Philosophy) told stu¬ 
dents that the question is really whether 
engineering should be offered at UVic or 
SFU rather than expanding the engineer¬ 
ing program now in existence at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia. “The number 
of people in engineering at UBC could be 
doubled,” he said. 

He then dealt with the purpose of a uni¬ 
versity which he said is “a place of critical 
inquiry, not a place where you learn how to 
get a job. 

“In my view, professional training has 
no place at a university. “What will be the 
consequence of adding 800 students who 
come to UVic, not for what the university is 
but for a faculty attached to it?” 

Some students at the AMS meeting com¬ 
plained that the administration of UVic 
had made no effort to let students know 
what the plans are for the institution. 

At the Senate meeting, Academic Vice- 
President Dr. Alfred Fischer made a long 


speech in favor of the engineering prop¬ 
osal. Fischer is chairman of the Senate 
committee on planning which developed 
the proposal. 

In his presentation Fischer attempted 
to answer criticisms, stressing that the 
proposal was not written “on tablets of 
stone”. 

He said any program, including engi¬ 
neering must be self-supporting or UVic 
would not attempt to offer it. Departments 
which offer courses for engineering stu¬ 
dents must also be bolstered. “Twenty 
faculty members would be added to exist¬ 
ing departments in Arts and Science if 
engineering is introduced,” he said. 

Fischer said the proposal was not 
sprung upon the academic community 
overnight. In September of 1979 the Senate 
was presented with a report titled “Youth 
and Participation in British Columbia 
Post Secondary Education” which indi¬ 
cated that the participation rate for young 
B.C. residents was far below the national 
average. The report also showed that B.C. 
lagged far behind most of Canada in pro¬ 
fessional degree graduates.

High technology needs 
graduates — symposium

As a result of this report Senate, while 
not approving a Faculty of Engineering in 
principle, did authorize the planning com¬ 
mittee to prepare a proposal for 
engineering. 

Fischer said the planning committee 
did not make a detailed assessment of 
needs in engineering because the Universi¬ 
ties Council of British Columbia (UCBC) 
has established a committee to determine 
the future needs for engineers in B.C. “Our 
study would have been redundant,” he 
said. 

“I firmly believe there's one huge 
demand for engineering coming in B.C. 
and it's a question of whether we import 
engineers from all over the world while 
denying the opportunity to our own stu¬ 
dents, or we meet that demand.” 

Fischer said there is some obligation on 
the part of UVic to meet an evident need in 
the province. “I'm not advancing the idea 
that a university should engage only in 
meeting provincial needs and there are 
many enterprises held dear at this univer¬ 
sity that have nothing to do with a provin¬ 
cial need. I’ll defend the barricades on that 
issue. 

“But if there is a need for a program, 
there is no reason why we shouldn’t offer it. 
Nobody can tell me that by offering engi¬ 
neering we’re letting loose a vast horde 
that will turn UVic into another UBC.” 

Fischer listed what he sees as advan¬ 
tages to UVic and to the province if engi¬ 
neering is introduced. 

He said UVic has a different ambiance 
and different internal priorities from UBC 
and the proposal for UVic differs markedly 
from the program now offered at UBC. 

“This university could obtain some 
strong research-oriented faculty if engi¬ 
neering is introduced. I’ve already had let¬ 
ters from faculty members in engineering 
across the country who are excited about 
the prospect of a new faculty here.” 

He said the program would be innova¬ 
tive and, because it would be a Co¬ 
operative Education Program, no more 
than 664 students would be on campus at 
any one time. 

He said he has a problem with the argu¬ 
ment that UVic should stop the develop¬ 
ment of all professional schools. “If the 
university wishes to take that position, 
that’s the time to lock the front door and 
throw away the key,” he said. 

Money, while emphasizing that he is 
“less dismayed than many with the pros¬ 
pect of an engineering faculty”, said it 
must be recognized that many faculty 
members remain skeptical about the 
proposal. 

“There remain identifiable areas in 
Arts and Science in which there is eviden ze 
of holding patterns prevailing in their 
development,” he said. “Many members of 
the faculty believe there is a serious vulner¬ 
ability in the proposal,” he said. 

Prof. John Dobereiner (Visual Arts) told 
the Senate that he was concerned about the 
balance at UVic between pure and applied 
learning being changed with the introduc¬ 
tion of engineering. “The introduction of 
50 engineering faculty constitutes a large 
block of opinion and it will have an impact 
on this university,” he said. 

Money said he wondered at the funda¬ 
mental validity of splitting learning into 
two areas. “I have trouble with this image 
of engineering barbarians at the gate. We 
sit on this liberal island and say that envir¬ 
onmental and other problems affecting our 
society are not our fault. It seems to be a 
* holier-than-thou’ attitude.” 
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Dr. Jennifer Waelti-Walters will present her 
Inaugural Professorial Address to the UVic 
community on Wednesday, Nov. 26 at 8 D.m. in 
the University Centre A180. Her topic is “Weav¬ 
ing a Cultural Web: A Composer, a Building, a 
Book” and deals with the pattern of creativity 
found in the works of composer Igor Stra¬ 
vinsky, author Michel Butor, and the Basilica of 
St. Marks in Venice. “But you don’t really have 
to know anything about the author and com¬ 
poser or about St. Marks before attending the 
lecture,” says Waelti-Walters. “The address is 
as much about how the humanities contribute 
and work — and about the thought processes 
involved — as it is about the specific subjects \ 
will speak on.” Waelti-Walters was promoted to 
full professor effective July 1,1980 and is chair¬ 
man of the Department of French Language 
and Literature. An inaugural address is given by 
all faculty members at UVic on attaining the 
position of full professor. 


At 9 p.m.on May 6,1976 an earthquake measur¬ 
ing 6.0 on the Richter scale devastated the town 
of Frioli, Italy, leaving 32,000 homeless. The 
earthquake is considered to be one of the worst 
disasters in a developed country in this century. 
Canadians of Italian descent were instrumental 
in assisting the rebuilding of the town through 
donations. The story of the earthquake and the 
subsequent decisions to rebuild the town in the 
same place and in the same historic architectu¬ 
ral style as the original is the subject of "The 
Frioli Italy Earthquake; Implications for Policy” 
a talk to be given by Dr. Robert Geipel, Chair¬ 
man of the Department of Geography at the 
Technical University of Munich, Germany, at 
3:30 p.m. Nov. 24 in Cornett 145. 

(JVic’s Open House committee has set March 7 
and 8,1981 as the date for the event says Com¬ 
munity Relations director Floyd Fairclough. 
Fairclough notes that all Open House help is 
voluntary, and requests that all departments try 
to provide estimates for materials, signs and 
other items needed for the event by the end of 
November, especially if they want some of the 
budget that is being allocated for expenses. He 
also requests that departments try to stay 
within their own departmental areas when 
choosing space for displays, and that they book 
equipment needed from Media and Technical 
Services early so that reasonable allocations 
can be made for each department. No techni¬ 
cians are available to operate equipment, but 
Media and Tech will provide training to depart¬ 
mental representatives on equipment handling 
and operation. Lunch passes will be provided 
for all participants working at Open House and 
identification tags will also be provided. 

Barbara Smucker, winner of the Canada Coun¬ 
cil $5,000 prize for best children’s book of 1980, 
will give a public reading at 4 p.m. today (Nov. 
21) in Room 107 of the MacLaurin Building. 
Smucker’s book, Days of Terror, also won a 
$2,000 prize from the Ontario Arts Council. She 
is on a 10-day tour of British Columbia under 
the auspices of the Canadian Children’s Book 
Festival and her visit to UVic is sponsored 
through the Canada Council by the Extension 
Division, the Faculty of Education, the curricu¬ 
lum laboratory and the B.C. School Librarian’s 
Association. Smucker’s previous book, Under¬ 
ground to Canada is the first children’s book in 
Canada selected by Penguin for publishers in 
the United States. While in Victoria she will visit 
two schools as well as UVic. 


United Way 
still short 

With the Nov. 30 deadline for dona¬ 
tions looming, this year’s United 
Way campaign at UVic is still 
$5,000 short of its $30,000 target, 
reports campaign director Bob Sav¬ 
age (Personnel). 

Last year the campus campaign 
garnered a total of $26,000. 

Savage reminds members of the 
campus community who are intend¬ 
ing to donate this year but haven’t 
done so yet to “take a look in your in 
baskets” for the donation form he 
has sent out. 

For those who might have lost 
their forms, there are lots more 
available in his office, he adds. 


A six-point program aimed at meeting the 
need for highly qualified manpower in 
science and technology through the next 
decade has been proposed by members of a 
symposium sponsored by the Science 
Council of Canada and UVic. 

The symposium, which drew more than 
70 participants from business, universities 
and government agencies in Western Can¬ 
ada to UVic Nov. 10, was told that a serious 
shortfall in the numbers of researchers and 
technicians available for Canadian 
research and development programs will 
occur in the 1980s. 

A study by the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council (NSERC) of 
Canada puts the shortfall at between 500 
and 1,000 Ph.D. graduates per year over the 
next decade. 

The six-point program calls for: 

• an immediate commitment from the fed¬ 
eral government for NSERC’s Five Year 
Plan which identifies areas of national 
concern in all areas of science research and 
emphasizes manpower development pro¬ 
grams at both the graduate and undergrad¬ 
uate level in science education. 

• the development of co-operative educa¬ 
tion programs by the industrial sector as 
well as by educational institutions. This 
would allow bachelor level graduates 
employed in industry to work toward 
higher degrees by undertaking research 
programs stimulated by on-the-job 
experience. 

• greater encouragement be given to 
women to enter science fields. UVic Dean 
of Graduate Studies John Dewey noted 
that of the 70 plus participants at the sym¬ 
posium, there were no women present. He 
termed the underparticipation of women in 
science fields “a waste of human 
resources”. 


The nature of nuclear war and it§ possible 
effects on Victoria and Vancouver Island 
will be subject of a one-day public confer¬ 
ence at the UVic Student Union Building, 
Nov. 22. 

Sponsored by the Victoria Branch of the 
World Federalists of Canada, the confer¬ 
ence is the first of its kind in western 
Canada. 

Speakers including Lt. Gen. Reginald 
Lane, Rtd., NORAD; Operation Disman- 


• increased public awareness, through 
education and publicity campaigns, about 
employment opportunities in science and 
technology. Dewey suggests that high 
school students are unaware of the finan¬ 
cial and psychological rewards of a career 
in these areas. “A good Canadian science 
magazine, with emphasis on the needs of 
high school students and greater emphasis 
by the Canadian Broadcasting Corpora¬ 
tion on Canadian science would be steps in 
the right direction,” says Dewey. He notes 
that there has been a 12 per cent increase in 
Ph.D. grads across Canada in 1978-79, the 
largest since 1973-74. The rate of unem¬ 
ployment was the lowest for this group in 
10 years, and the group’s unemployment 
rate is the lowest of any seeking work in 
any area in Canada. 

• Greater financial support for rural stu¬ 
dents who wish to attend university or col¬ 
lege. There is strong statistical evidence 
that students who live more than 30 miles 
from a college or university will choose not 
to attend these institutions if financial 
incentives are not available, says Dewey. 

• A thorough cost-benefit study and analy¬ 
sis of education and research in science 
and technology. A study entitled “Stimu¬ 
lating Technological Development” car¬ 
ried out by the independent Committee for 
Economic Development in New York 
shows that nine times the employ¬ 
ment growth is created by high technology 
industries such as electronics, genetic engi¬ 
neering and computer sciences compared 
to employment growth in primary and 
secondary industry. The study shows that 
these industries are twice as productive, 
have three times the growth rate and are 
subject to one-sixth the price increases of 
more traditional industrial groups.

Nuclear war threat confronted 
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BOG seeks Ministry ruling 
on binding arbitration 


The Board of Governors (BOG) will request 
clarification, from the Ministry of Univer¬ 
sities Science and Communications, of a 
section of the Universities Act to determine 
if they can legally agree to binding arbitra¬ 
tion in salary negotiations with the 
Faculty Association. 

The BOG decided to seek the clarifica¬ 
tion at a meeting Nov. 17 after meeting 
with the association on the question earlier 
this month. 

“The BOG has appointed representa¬ 
tives to a joint committee with faculty to 
discuss and debate the form that salary 
discussions might take if binding arbitra¬ 
tion is a viable option,” said BOG chair¬ 
man Joseph Cunliffe after the meeting. 

Cunliffe said the BOG policy has not 
changed on the issue of binding arbitration 
from the beginning. “We have had to do 
some research on this matter,” he said. 

The Faculty Association passed a reso- 


Dewey speaks 

UVic Dean of Graduate Studies Dr. John 
Dewey was elected president of the Cana¬ 
dian Association of Graduate Schools 
(CAGS) at a meeting in Ottawa Nov. 6 and 
7. 

One of the pressing concerns of the deans 
of Graduate Studies who attended the 
Ottawa meeting was the rapidly increas¬ 
ing shortage of highly qualified manpower 
in Canada in the natural sciences and engi¬ 
neering, said Dewey following his return to 
UVic. 

The situation is already having a major 
impact on a number of high technology 
industries in this country, and could 
become steadily more serious over the next 
decade, Dewey says. The deans’ concerns 
and their solutions, outlined by Dewey, 
resemble those expressed by members of a 
symposium sponsored by the Science 
Council of Canada and UVic Nov. 10 (see 
story page 2). 

According to the deans, an analysis of 
figures provided by Statistics Canada indi¬ 
cates that the manpower situation will 
become steadily worse during the next 
decade, the very period in which federal 


lution in J anuary of this year not to attend 
1980-81 salary talks unless an agreement 
was reached with the BOG on the principle 
of introducing binding arbitration proce¬ 
dures to faculty salary discussions. 

At the September meeting of the associ¬ 
ation, a resolution was passed asking the 
executive to advise the BOG that it is 
“unwilling to entertain discussion of 
salary matters until the question of bind¬ 
ing arbitration has been resolved.” 

In its research into this issue, the BOG 
requested a legal opinion on a section of the 
Universities Act dealing with the duties of 
the BOG. 

“The opinion was that the legislation 
did not permit a delegation of powers,” said 
Cunliffe. 

“If the delegation of powers is judged to 
be legal by the Ministry, then the board is 
not opposed to bindiner arbitration.” 


for deans 

and provincial policies are urging a rapid 
expansion of Canada’s high technology 
industries. 

The deans’ proposals to partly alleviate 
this “crisis” include a commitment from 
the federal government for total funding of 
the National Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council’s Five Year Plan; 
improved facilities to be provided by indus¬ 
try for training employees at the graduate 
level; development by universities of more 
flexible programs to permit and encourage 
upgrading and re-education; and improved 
communication with the public concerning 
the role played by research scientists and 
engineers in the economic development of 
Canada. 

It is particularly important that school 
children appreciate the excitement, chal¬ 
lenge and reward of a research career, says 
Dewey. 

“In the past, Canada has relied on immi¬ 
gration to provide much of its highly quali¬ 
fied manpower, but demands throughout 
the world will mean that this source will be 
grossly inadequate in the future,” he says. 


BOG Briefs 


The Board of Governors (BOG) met in open 
session on Nov. 17. Business discussed 
included: 

A five-part Archives Policy with the 
primary objective of gathering and dissem¬ 
inating knowledge through the preserva¬ 
tion and maintenance of “records and 
documents which contain historical admi¬ 
nistrative, legal or fiscal evidence related 
to the University’s growth and organiza¬ 
tion” was approved. 

A report on capital projects effective to 
October, 1980. The report noted that work¬ 
ing drawings on the faculty club and stu¬ 
dent housing have been “substantially 
completed” by the architects concerned, 
that a preliminary design of a science 
building is now being developed and an 
amended Requirement Study approved by 
BOG last February for a Discovery Park is 
now before the Universities Council of B.C. 
The report also noted that the work on the 
Theatre building is progressing well. 

The UVic energy conservation pro¬ 


gram which effectively reduced total 
energy consumption to 35 kilowatt hours 
per gross sq. ft. in 1979. This is possibly the 
best figure in Canada and compares 
favourably to other universities in B.C., 
one of which has managed to achieve a 54.6 
kilowatt hour per gross sq. ft. rate of 
consumption. 

A two-part motion on tuition fees pres¬ 
ented by student governor Paul Sandhu 
(Public Administration) asking (1) that 
revenue collected from student fees “in 
excess of the 1979-80 budget” be placed in a 
student tuition fee fund and (2) that the 
amount be used to offset tuition fee 
increases or to finance non-recurring stu¬ 
dent projects. The motion was defeated. 
Vice-president finance Bob McQueen noted 
that revenues in excess of estimated 
amounts was already used to offset higher 
costs incurred through larger than 
expected enrolment, which would be the 
source of the funds in question. 


Honors for young pianist 


A 19-year-old, local musician and UVic stu¬ 
dent has won top honours in national com¬ 
petition. Monica Pfau, a second-year piano 
performance major in the UVic School of 
Music has won the Toronto Royal Conser¬ 
vatory of Music Gold Medal award for 
. obtaining the highest marks in the Asso¬ 
ciate of the Royal Conservatory of Toronto 
piano examinations. For her outstanding 
achievement, she also receives the Conser¬ 
vatory’s Helen (Tough) Murray Scholar¬ 
ship of $1,000. 

Pfau is the winner of numerous awards, 
including scholarships from the B.C. Cul¬ 


tural Fund, UVic and the Musical Arts 
Society. In 1978, she won the Silver Medal 
for obtaining the highest marks in the pro¬ 
vince for Royal Conservatory of Music 
piano examinations, and this year won the 
B.C. Young Artists’ Competition. 

Pfau’s achievement marks the second 
consecutive year the Gold Medal has been 
awarded to a student of Robin Wood, Pro¬ 
fessor of Music at UVic. Last year, Arne 
Sahlen, who in 1978 received his Bachelor 
of Music degree from UVic, was awarded 
the honour.

UVic rows to top place

For most students there is a slight pause 
between receiving mid-term examination 
marks and writing Christmas exams. 

For the 56 students in UVic’s rowing 
program, there is little time to relax. 

They are engaged in strenuous training 
which has paid off in several successful 
regattas recently and which has propelled 
UVic into national ranking as a rowing 
power.

In 23 events, UVic won nine firsts, four 
seconds, and four fourths. In the most com¬ 
petitive events, the varsity, they won both 
the men’s and women’s eights and the 
fours. 

Lisa Roy, a fourth year A&Sc student, 
won the women’s open singles event 
against stiff competition. 

At the Head-of-the-Lake Regatta in 
Seattle on Nov. 16, the UVic women’s eight 
won the three-mile race, beating the 
second-place University of Washington 
crew “for the first time in our history”, says 
UVic Head Coach A1 Morrow. UBC came 
third in that event. 

Morrow is confident about the coming 
competitive season which commences Feb. 
7 at the Seattle Pacific University Dual 
Meet. Five members of the Varsity 
Women’s crew — Andrea Schreiner, Katie 
Burke, Janice Mason, Lisa Roy, and Shel¬ 
ley Donald — have national team back¬ 
grounds, and another member, Carla Pace, 
was on the junior national team. 

The men are also expected to do well next 
year. Andrew Cartwright, Ian Young, 
Dean Crawford, and Grant Main are 
among the leaders, Morrow says that “row¬ 
ing is such a crew sport, it’s difficult to pick 
outstanding people.” 

He expects that some of his rowers will 
make the national team in 1981 and attend 
the world championships in Munich at the 
end of August. In 1979 a quarter of the 
national team, which is comprised of peo¬ 
ple from 50 rowing clubs in Canada, came 
from Victoria. Morrow was their coach. 


“In 1978, when I started at UVic,” says 
Morrow, “10 people on the crew had rowed 
before. Rowing had almost been dropped 
from the budget. But, there was a realign¬ 
ment of the sports programs, and the uni¬ 
versity gave us a lot of support.” 

Morrow credits the rowers for the pro¬ 
gress of the program. The women’s varsity 
crew, for example, works about 20 hours a 
week. Their training schedule involves 
weight training and running, as well as 
being on the water six days out of seven, 
often at 5:30 a.m. “I sometimes wish people 
could see us, coming off the water as the 
sun is rising,” says Morrow. 

Morrow concedes that, “it’s not much 
fun to train. But to go out and feel fit and 
realize your potential at a regatta, that’s 
when it’s fun and that’s when your train¬ 
ing really t>ays off.” 

There are five crews competing for UVic 
this year. Morrow is coaching the men’s 
varsity, and Ted Daigneault, who has 
coached the junior national women’s team, 
is working with the women’s varsity this 
year. Other coaches are Sean Dowd, Peter 
Lavallee, and John Hammond. 

Although the club attempts to make it 
possible for anyone to participate, it is 
sometimes forced to restrict the number of 
members. “I’m sort of pulled between par¬ 
ticipation and excellence right now,” says 
Morrow. “We’ve got all the potential for an 
excellent crew, but we don’t have enough 
equipment for a great number of people.” 

There are some changes coming up. 
There is talk of a new boathouse at Elk 
Lake, where the crews train. The new struc¬ 
ture would hold more equipment than the 
rather cramped one they now share with 
the Victoria City Rowing Club. 

Morrow feels that Victoria has potential 
as a major Canadian rowing site. “I believe 
more rowers will want to take advantage of 
the climate and natural opportunities 
here,” he says, “perhaps enough to make 
Elk Lake the training grounds for a future 
national team.”

UCBC 
sets record 
straight 

The Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC) wants to set the 
record straight. UCBC has not soli¬ 
cited proposals for engineering pro¬ 
grams at B.C. universities. 

Lee Southern, a UCBC employee 
and secretary of a special UCBC ad 
hoc committee on engineering edu¬ 
cation, said a statement in the Oct. 
24 edition of the Ring was 
“misleading”. 

The statement said that UCBC 
“has asked for proposals for engi¬ 
neering from the three universities 
by Jan. 15, 1981.” 

“We haven’t solicited proposals 
for engineering,” said Southern. 
“The proposals were initiated by 
the universities.” 

Southern said UCBC general 
procedures call for new program 
proposals for 1981-82 to be pres¬ 
ented to UCBC by Jan. 31, 1981. 

“If a university wished to 
embark on an engineering program 
in September of 1981, the proposal 
would have to come to UCBC by the 
end of January,” he said. 

Southern added that UCBC is 
anticipating that all three universi¬ 
ties will be presenting proposals for 
engineering programs before Janu¬ 
ary 31. Engineering is now offered 
only at the University of British 
Columbia. 

“We have had a special ad hoc 
committee studying engineering 
since March so that council can 
evaluate these proposals.”

A former NDP political says universities are too 
cautious about voicing their opinions to politi¬ 
cians. Stephen Lewis, a former leader of Onta¬ 
rio’s New Democrats, suggests a five-point 
strategy: universities should establish on¬ 
going rapport with journalists because politi-* 
cians respond to the news media; university 
administrators should meet with editorial 
boards of major newspapers to discuss issues 
and exchange information and give their 
insights into educational issues; politicians 
should be barraged with a continuous stream 
of print information, especially letters, because 
politicians love to quote from them; universities 
should lobby because politicians are 
impressed with a concerted effort; and finally, 
universities should use more direct strategies 
than the “civilized temperate and proper’’ chan¬ 
nels.
